in a yard by themselves where they havo
ample shod reom to shelter them from
the cold winds snd storms, They are
fed all the corr they will eatfrom tronghe,
from which there is no waste. Their huy
i delivered to them in racks, approack-
wble frow. all sides, from which they take
all they require, and do not waste o
muss what they <o not eat. They have
o full supply of water at &ll times. This
they get in troughs also, which are fod
from a tank at the wind mill or by pump- |
ing fram cisterus or reserveirs when the
wind does not furnish the necossary
amount,

Tha surplus water flows alo nsel of
ughs lower down, from which the
hogs get their water without interfering
with that used by the cattle. This water
system 1a the same throughout all the
yards. There is one large tank at the
well from whm):rdpipu are laid to each
cattle and hog yard, and alsn to each of
four cisterns.  The stock cattlo are in &
large dry yard by themselves and & large
barn, one hundred feet long and about
forty feet wide, all open iluic?e, furnishes
smple and comfortable shelter, The left
of this barn is kept filled with hay and
corn, to guard against the contingeney of
i storm in case of which can be fed under
cover and without exposure.
